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Censoring our imagination

McGIII Students in the habit of 
(ievouring notice boards may have 
noticed a rather attractive looking 
poster, with a bold heading across 
the top saying: anti-lmsglnatlon; 
censors and the censored. 

A cursory glance Indicates yet 
another lecture series. A careful 
glance, a little bit of thought and an 
Interview with the organisers tells* 
one much more. 

' Censorship Is an Issue which few 
Canadians or, for that matter, 
McQIII students worry about. For 
many It Is an Issue that only con- 
cerns those not of the 'Free World,* 
■f- those 'uiifortunate' enough to 
liave been born on the wrong side of 
the Iron Curtain. 

I Censorwatch, a group consisting 
9f McGIII students, is trying to show 
how censorship affects those In the 
'free world.' 

I According to Sandra Stephen- 
son, a member of Censorwatch, 
'[The reason why It has been calleU 
anf/-/ina0/naf/on Is because that Is . 
lireclsely what censorship Is all 
about. Although censorship here In 
Canada may not be as obvious as In 
some other countries, It does not 
reduce Its nèfarlousness In any 
way," she said 

"Censorship' in Canada Is of a 
much rporé subtle form and often 
takes .on the guise of economics. 
Tlie concern Is primarily with what 
Is going to sell, thus ensuring the 
continuity of the 'best-seller 
format*. Such censorship Is 
editorial but this does not take the 
govemment off the hook" she said. 

Stephensot) cited various In- 
stances of censorship In Canada. In 



particular, she mentioned the case 
of the American Native (accused of 
theft) who was extradited to the 
United States because he refused 
to swear by the Bible, opting In- 
stead to swear to the 'peace pipe*. 
She also cited gay rights and cen- 
sorship o( pornography as other ex- 
tremely Important Issues. 

Margaret L.awrence is one well 
known Canadian writer victim to 
censorship. Her books have been 
censored.and.are on the list of :4S 
l»bks"that are sys'ternatlcaily taken 
off school library shelves. 
LBwr'ence's Stone Angel, Catcher In 
the Rye by J.D. Salinger, and Color 
Purple by Alice Walker are some of 
the books that are on this list. 

Another example of censorship 
concerns the Ontario Censor Board 
now ^)lw |ThBatre\ Review Board. 
StephenSolrSiscflbed how the lack 
of an official guideline for the film- 
makers of Ontario allowed the 
' 'review board' to have great discre- 
tion as to what could be censored. 

"In particular there was the case 
of the' client of a Toronto lawyer, 
. Unda King, who had made a two 
minute abstract experimental film, 
consisting 6f colored frarnes and 
assorted Images. There was not 
sexual or pornographic Images, yet 
the film was censored for being too 
abstract. IHere was an Instance of 
the board deciding what 'art* was. 

Nairn Kattan who is head of the 
writing and publication division of 
the Canada CounclJ^.oçened the 
series on 20th'Jaituaiy; wrth. a talk 
titled 'Limits to freedom or speech 
In a free country'. 

"Because of his position in the 
Canada Council, he was able to give 
us the government line on what

writing is supported by the govern- 
ment — a potential form of censor- 
ship," Stephenson said.

The.group was 
subsequently arrested, charged 
with "pubiio-'mlschlol" and Im- 
prlsonedtor a period of nine wsoks.

, this movement,' features a large cpl- 
iectlon of artist Mirjam Castellln's 
work along with acitivlst-'Elble 
Weizfeld'a collection of political 
postere. Welzfeld, with the help of 
Castell|n and Dubé, has compiled a

The book, entitled Ukom,' la a 
varied collection of anarchist, 
prisoner and other political 
writings.

Among Castelljn's work Is a col- 
lection of free-hand renditions of 
women. The figures highlight the 
inherent feminine qualities that.are 
usually neglected and replaced by 
the Image of the woman as a sexual 
object. "An artist has a responsibili- 
ty towards the model", stressed 
Sastell|n. 

In addition to Its role as a gallery 
of art and politics, Galterle Fokus 
will also- serve as a center for the 
peace camp and'Movement Kebek 
agalnst mllltary production In Mon- 
tréal and the worldwide coalition of 
war. 



last three years since Its Inception 
trying to define what censorship Is. 

Much of the Inspiration for the 
activities of the McGIII group comes 
from the work done by a magazine 
called INDEX on censorship which 
Is printed from London, England. 
Stephenson herself as worked on 
this magazine as an assistant 
editor for six months. 

All of the people who work for the 
magazine share a deep concern for 
the way censorship affects the im- 
agination and the vifay It is used to 
curb the voice of dissent all over the 
world. "Amongst those Involved are 
writers like Stephen Spender, Tom 
Stoppard, Kurt Vonnegut and Alan 
Paton,"she said. 

'in any country it is often the 
media and the writer who are the 
first to be brought under restric- 
tions for it Is they who first give 
voice to any dissatisfaction with 
those In power. This Is why the 
magazine unlike other similar 
organizations such as Amnesty in- 
ternational, concentrates oathe ac- 
tivities of the educated profes- 
sional," she continued. 

This positlont has often 1]rought 
criticism that censorwatch Is an 
elitist organization, a charge 
Stephenson recognizes, but which 
she believes can be answered. 

"The people we focus oa are Im- 
portant In that they are often the 
ones who are the most Influential. 
They often command a readership 
that Is wide and thus It becomes Im- 
portant whether they live or die, 
whether they speak or remain 
silent" she added. 

Another criticism that Is often 
levelled at the activities of the 'cen- 
sorwatchers' is one of passivity. 
This is an accusation that Is more 
difficult for Stephenson to rebut. 

"The Issue of censorship is a very 
subtle political and philosophical 
Issue. The distinction between what 
Is suppressed actively and what Is 
suppressed because of irrelevance 
(quality control) Is hard to draw," 
she noted. 

Both Index on censorship, and 
censorwatch are mainly concerned 
with the dissemination of Informa- 
tion In order that Individuals can 
chart out their own course pf ac- 
- tlon. , 

"The main purpose for us Is to 
raise consciousness that censor- 
ship exists everywhere and more 
Important tb learn how to recognize 
It. The hope Is that the anth 
Imagination series will partly fulfill, 
this purpose." 

When asked why censorship Is 
an Important Issue to her, Stephen- 
son made relorence to George 
Orwell: "His concern was with 
language as the means by which we 
commune with the worjd and other 
people. When language is limited or 
controlled by other people, then our 
thoughts about the world toolsre af- 
fected."

International speakers debate Star Wars

"A great deal said about SDI 
(Reagan's Strategic Defense In- 
itiative), is false," said U.S. 
Consul General R.W. Maule,' 
the first speaker of a panel of 
experts on the topic Towards a 
nuclear-free world, the first 
seminar in the International 
Peace Seminar series, sponsored 
by Concordia University 
Students' Association (CUSA) 
and the McGiU Students' Socie- 
ty (MSS). 

Speaicing to thirty students in 
Leacock 26 on Monday night, 
Maule went on to deny that 
SDI, known as 'Star Wars,' was 
a weapon of mass destruction, 
that it would begin a new arms 
race, and that it was v/ithout 
precedent as a space-based 



weapon. He compared the 
feasibility of the SDI system — 
which is designed to shoot in- 
coming nuclear, missiles with 
lasers — to telephones, saying 
"telephones don't always 
work." 

The panel included represen- 
tatives from the U.S., USSR, 
Canada and the feminist peace 
movement. The' series of Inter- 
national Peace Seminars will 
continue next Monday and the 
following Monday on the topic 
of international terrorism. 

John Lamb, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Canadian Centre for 
Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment, stressed that SDI is 
technically a 'counterforce' 
weapon — to be used after a 
first strike in stopping a few of 



the enemy's remaining missiles. 
Lamb also noted SDI will lead 
to the increased militarization 
of the Canadian economy, and 
put pressure on Canadian 
sovereignty.

dum asking graduate students if 
they would agree with the 
reallocation, of graduate 
students' fees presently paid to 
the MSS to the PGSS. The vote 
to table was passed by a margin 
of 13 to 11. 

If passed with five per cent 
quorum in à referendum open 
only to graduate students, the 
reallocation of fees from MSS 
to PGSS would effectively mean 
Jt^^ROSS was no longer part of 



"If the fees stop coming in," 
saicl MSS President James 
Green, "then they (the PGSS) 
have left it." 

PGSS President Diane Dut- 
ton said the referendum's intent 
was to ask graduate students 
whether they waiited to have an 
autonomous graduate organisa- 
tion. "Graduate^ ^student 
organisaUons^thXp' are 
autonbmbus * are ' happier than 
those who aren't, " said Duttph. 
''We might bè able to nin things 




better on. our own." 

In 1960; the PGSS was incor- 
porated into the MSS by Senate 
without the consent of the 
PGSS, said Dutton. "The pro- 
blems resulting from this have 
never been solved," she added.. 

Negotiations with MSS over 
the relationship with the PGSS 
have been going on for three 
years, said Singal. 

Dutton said the PGSS had 
speciflCj^complalnts with their 
status'^as^part of MSS. "Our 
major point is that we wanted 
increased representation (on 
MSS Council) and we're not 
getting It."

Engineers call for END to Star Wars

As the American Strategic 
Defense Initiative (SDI) looms 
nearer on the horizon, a grow- 
ing number of professionals 
have joined the fight against it. 
A group of engineers at McGill 
have recently joined the battle, 
forming Engineers for Nuclear 
Disarmament (END). 

For, the most part, the people 
acttially ihyolvéâ in the research 
and production of nuclear 
weapons have been con- 
spicuously inactive in trying to 
stop their development and use. 

END, similar to the 1985 
Nobel Peace Prize winners, In- 
ternational Physicians fOr the 
Prevention of Nuclear War, arc 
attempting to raise con- 
sciousness and combat apathy 
in their field of specialization. 
. Said Lee Everson, a masters 
student in Electrical Engineer- 
ing at^cGill,-"a number of us 



attended a speech by Peter 
Pentz, at which it became clear 
that there was a body of 
engineers who were concerned 
about these problems, but had 
no real outlet for their concerns. 
We decided that it would be 
possible to get some active sup- 
port and try to stimulate discus- 
sion." 

Everson said, 'the caricature 
of the engineer who replies to 
questions about the ethical or 

moral implications of his work 
is often fairly accurate. There is 



not enough emphasis placed on 
educating engineers to unders- 
tand the consequences of what 

he or she is building and it is one 
of our goals to try to change 
that. 

"We want engineers looking 
for work to realize that there are 
other avenues for employment 
than defense contractors, and 
that if they decide to work for 
one of these companies that any 
decisions they make about what 
they will or will not work on are 



political and moral ' decisions 
that they have every right and 
obligation to make." 

One of end's primary con- 
cerns is raising questions about 
the SDI project. To this end, 
they are participating in the Star 
Wars Committee, an group pro- 
ject involving LSR, MEND, 
and Project Ploughshares. The 
organization is presenting a 
conference called Star Wars: 
Fantasy or Reality, on Feburary 
nth, 12th, and 13th.. ' ,

The recent Soviet peace pro- 
posal, he said, "surprised even 
me," in its boldness. The pro- 
posal outlines a plan for total 
nuclear disarmament, and is the 
first acceptance of on-site in- 
spection by the Soviets. 

U.S. Colonel Brian Mac- 
Donald, Executive Director of 
the Institute for Strategic 
Studies, emphasized the role of 
deterence, but expressed a 
preference for nuclear, rather 
than non-nuclear deterence. 
"Every time the world has 
relied on conventional 
deterence, it has ended in war," 
he said. 

MacDonald blamed the 
Soviet Union for initiating the 
arms race, and criticized the 
Soviet peace plan for ignoring 
the Soviet lead in non-nuclear 
forces. 

Canadian feminist and peace 
activist Dorothy Rosenberg, of 
Voice of Women, said Cana-' 
dian military policy was for- 
mulated without "proper public 
consultation," but what con- 
sultation did take place showed 
widspread opposition to SDI. 
She questioned the ethics of 
Prime Minister Mulroney's 
stance of allowing SDI con- 
tracts in Canadian universities 
and corporations, saying it was 
based on profit. 

Noting that women comprise 
70 per cent of the worid peace 
movement, Rosenberg said 
women speak of peace in terms 
of social justice and basic 
human necessities, rather than 
the technical language the men 
on the panel were using. She ac- 
cused the superpowers of collu- 
sion in the world-wide trillion 
doUar-per-year military build- 
up. 

While David Cox, Director of 
research for the Canadian In- 
stitute of Peace and Security 
made a brief speech, Rosenberg 
wrote the dates of two future 
speeches, (Bill Arkin, Feb. 28, 
FDA Auditorium, and Dr. 
Rosali Bertell, March 14 Con- 
cordia Hall Bldg), on the chalk 
board behind him. 

Mainly quiet until the end of 
the speeches, members of the 
audience had harsh questions 
afterwards. 

"What gives you the right, 
given your record in South 
Africa and Central America, to 
play God?" one student asked 
the U.S. Colonel. 

Another student asked the 
U.S. and Soviet speakers to 
"get together and hug each 
other, and treat each other as 
human beings." Both speakers 
declined.

Engineers call for END to Star Wars

; As the American Strategic 
Defense Initiative (SDI) looms 
nearer on the horizon, a grow- 
ing number of professionals 
have joined the fight against it. 
A group of engineers at McGill 
have recently joined the battle, 
forming Engineers for Nuclear 
Disarmament (END). 
' For the most part, the people 
actually involved in the research 
and production of nuclear 
weapons have been con- 
spicuously inactive in trying to 
stop their development and use. 

END, similar to the 1985 
Nobel Peace Prize winners, In- 
ternational Physicians fdr the 
Prevention of Nuclear War, are 
attempting to raise con- 
sciousness and combat apathy 
in their field of specialization. 

Said Lee Everson, a masters 
student in Electrical Engineer- 
ing atTVlcGiU.-"a number of us 



attended a speech by Peter 
Pentz, at which it became clear 
that there was a body of 
engineers who were concerned 
about these problems, but had 
no real outlet for their concerns. 
We decided that it would be 
possible to get some active sup- 
port and try to stimulate discus- 
sion.'" 

Everson said, 'the caricature 
of the engineer who replies to 
questions about the ethical or 
moral implications of his work 
is often fairly accurate. There is 



not enough emphasis placed on 
educating engineers to unders- 
tand the consequences of what 

he or she is building and it is one 
of our goals to try to change 
that.

The recent Soviet peace pro- 
posal, he said, "surprised even 
me," in its boldness. The pro- 
posal outlines a plan for total 
nuclear disarmament, and is the 
first acceptance of on-she in- 
spection by the Soviets. 

U.S. Colonel Brian Mac- 
Donald, Executive Director of 
the Institute for Strategic 
Studies, emphasized the role of 
deference, but expressed a 
preference for nuclear, rather 
than non-nuclear deference. 
"Every time the world has 
relied on conventional 
deference, it has ended in war," 
he said. 

MacDonald blamed the 
Soviet Union for initiating the 
arms race, and criticized the 
Soviet peace plan for ignoring 
the Soviet lead in non-nuclear 
forces. 

Canadian feminist and peace 
activist Dorothy Rosenberg, of 
Voice of Women, said Cana- 
dian military policy was for- 
mulated without "proper public 
consultation," but what con- 
sultation did take place showed 
widspread opposition to SDI. 
She questioned the ethics of 
Prime Minister Mulroney's 
stance of allowing SDI con- 
tracts in Canadian universities 
and corporations, saying it was 
based on profit. 

Noting that women comprise 
70 per cent of the world peace 
movement, Rosenberg said 
women speak of peace in terms 
of social justice and basic 
human necessities, rather than 
the technical language the men • 
on the panel were using. She ac- 
cused the superpowers of collu- 
sion in the world-wide trillion 
dollar-per-year military build- 
up. 

While David Cox, Director of 
research for the Canadian In- 
stitute of Peace and Security 
made a brief speech, Rosenberg 
wrote the dates of two future 
speeches, (Bill Arkin, Feb. 28, 
FDA Auditorium, and Dr. 
Rosali Bertell, March 14 Con- 
cordia Hall BIdg), on the chalk 
board behmd him. 

Mainly quiet until the end of 
the speeches, members of the 
audience had harsh questions 
afterwards. 

"What gives you the right, 
given your record in South 
Africa and Central America, to 
play God?" one student asked 
the U.S. Colonel. 

Another student asked the 
U.S. and Soviet speakers to 
"get together and hug each 
other, and treat each other as 
human beings." Both speakers 
declined.

Despite rave reviews by ABC, the 
Los Angeles Times, and the Chicago 
Tribune, Universal refused to release 
the uncut 2h22 min. version of Brazil in 
North Anierica, under orders of MCA 
President Sid Shelnberg, until cuts 
were made. The has played successful- 
ly in Europe for a year. 

Only aftôr continual pressure tactics 
by those who worked on the film, in- 
cluding a full-page ad Gilliam bought 
In the LA. Times asking 'Sid' to release 
the film, was the film finally released in 
North America starting today. 

Hollywood contracts Include stipula- 
tions that barr artists from speaking 
against the corporation. Gilliam's 
friends have told him he will never work 
in Hollywood again. 

Gllilam also flew critics down to 
Mexico to screen Brazil, as his con- 
tract barred him from showing the film 
without MCA permission. 

According to Gilliam, 'Sid' had re- 
quested as much as an hour be cut 
from the film, and that the ending be 
changed to be more "up-beat." 
According to the LA. Times, Sid 
Shelnberg told Gllilam the delay was 
not because of the length, but because 
the film needed "a radical rethink." 

Montréal will be the only city In the 
world to carry both the European and 
the 11 min. shorter American version, 
which Gilliam approved. t 

Gllilam sees these problems as 
endemic to Hollywood: "The worst Is 
the self-censorship which goes on. 
Writers know they won't get It past the 
oroducers, so they don't try," he said.
